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INTRO  DU  CTION. 


TH  E  chief  defign  of  this  little 
piece  is,  to  refcue  from  obli¬ 
vion  the  laudable  zeal  of  thofe  noble 
and  worthy  perfonages,  who  firffc 
carried  into  execution  the  plan  for 
eftablifhing  a  Society  for  the  encou¬ 
ragement  of  Arts,  Manufactures  and 
Commerce,  by  recording  a  feries  of 
fads  which  reded:  the  high  eft  honor 
on  thofe  illultrious  patrons,  whole 
generous  benevolence,  indefatigable 
application,  and  conftant  attendance 
gave  that  fandion  to  the  undertakings 
which  alone  could  produce  the  de- 
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fired  effedt  of  eftablifhing  it  on  a  firm 

and  durable  bails :  and  by  which  it 
has  fince  been  enabled  to  make  fo 
rapid  a  progrefs,  as  in  a  ihort  time 
to  equal  any  Society  in  Europe,  both 
with  refpedt  to  the  ex tenfive  utility 
of  its  defigns,  and  the  number  of  its 
members. 

Several  particulars  relative  to  the 
origin  of  this  Society  having  been  loft 
to  the  public  for  many  years,  it  may 
not  be  improper  to  mention,  leaft 
the  authenticity  of  the  following  nar¬ 
rative  fhould  be  difputed,  that  the 
fubftance  of  it  was  drawn  up  by  the 
late  James  Theobald,  Efq ;  one  of 
the  firft  Vice  Prefid ents  of  the  Soci¬ 
ety,  from  a  verbal  relation  given  him 
i>y  Mr.  Shipley ;  and  that  the  fame 
gentleman  afterwards  prefented  a 
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copy  of  that  relation  to  the  Antiqua¬ 
rian  Society :  the  original  manufcript, 
in  the  hand  writing  of  Mr.  Theobald ; 
the  editor  has  perilled  on  the  prefent 
occaffon,  and  finding  that  it  con¬ 
tained  fome  anecdotes  concerning  the 
private  affairs  of  Mr.  Shipley  which 
were  foreign  to  his  purpofe,  he  hasfup- 
prefied  them,  and  has  infer  ted  in  the 
following  pages  fome  interefting  cir- 
cumffances  which  are  not  to  be  found 
in  Mr.  Theobald’s  manufcript,  but 
have  lately  been  communicated  to 
him  by  Mr.  Shipl  ey,  and  fome 
other  gentlemen,  and  are  as  well  at- 
tefted  as  any  of  the  faffs  contained  in 
the  manufcript  depofited  in  the  An¬ 
tiquarian  Society. 

It  may  perhaps  be  fuggefted  that 
this  performance  is  premature,  be- 
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canfc  the  Society  have  ordered  an 
hiftorica!  regifter  to  be  compiled  by 
their  learned  and  ingenious  Secretary 
Dr.  Templeman,  under  the  diredtion 
of  a  felect  committee  appointed  for 
that  purpofe.  In  anfwer  to  this,  I 
have  only  to  obferve  that,  the  Society 
having  given  all  due  encouragement 
to  a  great  variety  of  Arts,  and  Manu- 
fadtures,  and  to  feveral  branches  of 
Commerce,  by  means  of  which,  new 
difcoveries  and  confiderable  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  each  clafs ; 
the  ample  relation  of  the  happy  ef- 
fedts  of  the  Society’s  premiums,  toge¬ 
ther  with  the  neceffary  defcriptions 
of  the  feveral  Models,  Machines,  &C. 
which  have  been  deemed  worthy 
their  attention,  will  form  a  volumi¬ 
nous,  and  confequently  an  expen  five 
work,  which  cannot  bepurchafed  nor 

read 
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read  by  the  public  in  general ;  and 
that  the  publication  of  it  is  an 
event  rather  to  be  wifhed  than  {pee- 
dily  expected,  it  it  be  coniidered  that 
almoft  the  whole  of  the  Secretary’s 
time  is  employed  in  difcharging  the 
common  duties  of  his  Office,  befides 
as  there  are  lo  many  fubjeds  to  be 
treated  of  in  the  propofed  regifter, 
little  room  can  be  expeded  for  record¬ 
ing  the  limple,  but  entertaining  inci¬ 
dents,  which  gave  birth  to  the  firft 
idea  of  forming  fuch  a  Society,  and 
which  it  is  neceffary  the  public  fhould 
be  acquainted  with,  efpecially  as  it 
is  but  too  commonly  remarked,  that 
when  great  affociations  are  arrived  at 
the  meridian  of  fuceefs  and  perfedion, 
the  minutenefs  of  their  origin  is  for¬ 
got,  and  men  are  thereby  deterred 
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from  engaging  in  fimiiar  laudable 
undertakings.

If  therefore  to  gratify  the  impati¬ 
ence,  and  fatisfy  the  curiofity  of  the 
public  who  have  long  been  defirous  of 
peruhng  fome  account  of  the  rife  and 
progrefs  of  the  Society,  be  a  fault? 
the  editor  of  this  performance  Hands 
condemned,  but  hopes  it  will  be  re¬ 
membered,  that  he  only  confiders  it 
in  the  light  of  an  introduction  to  the 

Hiftorical  Regifter  of  the  Society  ; 
and  that  he  has  been  ftudioufiy  at¬ 
tentive  to  do  honor  to  the  firft  found¬ 
ers,  and  to  the  prefent  members  of 
this  laudable  affociation,  and  has 
ftr idlly  purfued  the ,d ict  ates  of  impar¬ 
tiality,  candour  and  truth,  through¬ 
out  the  whole  narrative. 


As 
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As  he  fhall  be  found  to  have  ad¬ 
hered  to,  or  deviated  from  thefe 
grand  criterions  of  narrative  merit, 
he  delires  to  Hand  approved  or  con- 
'■  demned,  and  hereon  relies  for  the 
patronage  and  protection  of  the  un¬ 
prejudiced  and  benevolent. 

To  filence  the  fever er  critic,  he 
pleads  his  privilege  as  a  Member, 
and  prefumes  to  aflert,  that  he  has 
a  right,  from  thofe  principles  of 
freedom  and  independency  which 
are  the  grand  fupport  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  to  offer  to  the  public  with 
all  due  deference  and  becoming 
modefty,  fuch  an  account  of  the 
refpeCtable  body  to  which  he  be¬ 
longs,  as  fhall  incite  every  great 
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and  good  man  to  afpire 
honour  of  adding  one 
number  of  it’s  worthy

OF  THE 

Rife*  Progrefs,  and  Prefent  State 

Of  the  SOCIETY,  for  the  En¬ 
couragement  of  Arts,  Manu¬ 
factures  and  Commerce. 


WILLIAM  SHIPLEY* 

t0  whom  this  laudable  Society 
^  ^  r  ^  owe  their  origin,  when  he  firft 

CSS5  ,conceIved  the  de%nof  propof- 

ing  fuch  an  inflitution  to  the 
public,  refided  at  Northampton,  where,  in 
the  courfe  of  his  acquaintance  with  feveral 
learned  and  ingenious  gentlemen,  he  fre¬ 
quently  took  an  opportunity  of  mentioning 
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the  good  effects  rewards  had  been  productive 
of,  on  many  public  and  private  occafions;  and 
in  fupport  of  the  truth  of  his  remark,  feveral 
inftances  were  quoted  in  converfation,  both 
from  ancient  and  modern  hiftory  :  but  what 
more  particularly  engaged  Mr.  Shipley’s 
attention  to  this  fubjeCt  was,  a  familiar  in- 
ftance  which  then  fell  within  his  own  ob- 
fervation. 

At  Northampton  there  are  annually  two 
very  confiderable  fairs  for  horfes,  at  each 
of  which,  feveral  thoufands  are  expofed  to 
fale,  and  the  dealers  in  horfes  refort  to  thefe 
fairs  to  purchafe  them,  not  only  from 
different  parts  of  this  kingdom  but  alio  from 
foreign  countries  :  Mr.  Shipley  having  ob- 
ferved  for  fome  time  what  large  funis  of  money 
were  annuallyreturned  bythis  branch  of  trade, 
was  induced  to  enquire  into  the  caufe  of  the 
fuccefs  of  thefe  fairs,  and  was  informed  that 
the  premiums  of  the  kings  plates,  and  of  the 
plates  given  by  private  fubfcriptions  for  races, 
in  the  different  counties  of  the  kingdom, 

had 
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had  encouraged  a  great  number  of  jockies 
and  other  dealers  to  breed  race  horfes,  and 
for  that  purpofe  to  import  Arabian  ftallions, 
by  which  means  in  procefs  of  time  the 
breed  had  been  fo  confiderably  improved, 
that  vad  numbers  of  valuable  horfes  not 
only  proper  forraces,  but  alfo  ufeful  in  the 
field  of  battle,  and  for  many  other  purpofes, 
had  been  bred  in  many  counties,  and  had 
been  fold  at  much  higher  prices  than  were 
formerly  given  for  the  bed  horfes  at  thefe 
fairs  ;  and  he  was  alfo  informed  that  the 
value  of  the  exports  of  horfes  to  foreign 
parts  at  this  time  was  computed  to  amount 
at  lead  to  thirty  thoufand  pounds  per  an¬ 
num. 

From  this  remarkable  indance  of  the 
good  effecds  of  the  premiums  given  at  horfe 
races,  fo  little  known  or  attended  to  by  the 
generality,  who  only  look  upon  thefe  races 
as  feminaries  of  every  fpecies  of  vice,  Mr. 
Shipley  made  this  fenfible  reflection  :  if  fuch 
is  the  advantage  arifing  to  my  country  from 

thefe 
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thefe  partial  premiums,  which  in  appear* 
ance  feemed  only  calculated  to  promote  a 
favourite  diverfion.  how  glorious,  how  ex- 
ten  lively  ufeful  it  muft  prove,  to  eflablifh 
public  premiums  for  the  general  encourage¬ 
ment  of  Arts,  Manufactures  and  Com¬ 
merce  !  Thus  infpired  by  the  nobleft  and 
beft  of  pafiiojis,  the  love  of  his  country, 
he  fhortly  after  drew  up  propofals  for  mili¬ 
tating  a  Society  for  the  purpofes  above  men¬ 
tioned  >  this  done  he  found  himfelf  at  a  lofs 
to  whom  to  apply  for  affiftance  to  enable 
him  to  carry  his  deftgn  into  execution  ; 
however,  he  ventured  to  folicit  thofe  gen¬ 
tlemen  to  whom  he  had  firft  communicated

his  thoughts  on  the  fubjeCt  j  but  he  met 
with  fo  little  encouragement  from  them, 
owing  to  the  great  difficulties  which  they  ap¬ 
prehended  muil  neceffarily  attend  the  carry¬ 
ing  lo  exteniive  a  fcheme  into  execution, 

that  he  was  totally  diffuaded  from  attempt¬ 
ing  it,  and  for  the  prefent  laid  afide  all 
thoughts  of  making  any  further  applica¬ 
tions  on  that  head,  but  as  he  thought 

the 
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the  proposals  might  one  day  prove  of  fome 
utility,  he  carefully  preferved  them  ;  and 
happily,  fome  time  after,  a  favourable  cir- 
cumftance  once  more  expanded  the  wings 
of  expectation,  and  opened  a  door  to  a  more 
fuccefsful  attempt  to  accomplish  this  im¬ 
portant  defign. 

In  the  year  1751,  having  obferved  the 
oppreffive  methods  made  ufe  of  by  the  en- 
groflers  of  wood  and  coals  in  the  town  of 
Northampton,  whofe  ufual  cuftom  was,  to 
lay  in  great  ftores  of  thefe  commodities  in 
Summer,  and  to  fell  them  retail  to  the  poor 
at  very  exorbitant  prices,  during  the  rigour 
of  the  winter,  he  formed  a  fcheme  for  pre¬ 
venting  this  cruel  practice  in  future,  by 
propofing  to  fome  of  the  fubftantial  inha¬ 
bitants  to  raife  a  fund  by  voluntary  fubfcrip- 
tion  in  order  to  buy  in  a  ftock  of  fuel  on 
the  beft  terms,  and  to  retail  it  to  the  poor 
at  prime  coft,  fubjedt  only  to  the  incidental 
charges  of  warehoufe  room  and  a  moderate 
profit  to  a  man  to  take  care  of  the  ftock ; 

the 


the  perfons  applied  to,  not  readily  agreeing 
to  this  propofal,  Mr.  Shipley  who  had  this 
adt  of  charity,  greatly  at  heart,  refolved  to 
employ  what  money  he  could  fpare  in  this 
benevolent  plan ;  and  accordingly  laid  out 
twenty  guineas  in  purchaling  wood  and 
coals ;  which  he  determined  to  fell  to  the 
poor  at  firft  coft  :  when  thofe  to  whom  he 
firffc  imparted  his  refolution,  faw  that  he  had 
actually  fet  the  example  himfelf,  and  had 
made  a  beginning,  they  then  concurred 
with  the  plan,  and  fubferibed  about  one 
hundred  and  twenty  guineas  to  be  employed 
in  this  undertaking,  and  appointed  him 
their  treafurer,  for  two  years  fuccefiively  : 
by  means  of  this  fubfeription,  fea  coal  for 
which  the  poor  were  obliged,  in  the  winter, 
to  pay  twenty  pence  per  bufhel,  was  deliver¬ 
ed  out  at  thirteen  pence  ;  pit  coal  was  re¬ 
duced  from  two  Ihillings  and  fixpence,  to 
one  {hilling  and  five  pence  ;  and  wood  from 
fourteen,  to  nine  pence,  per  hundred 
weight.

The  fuccefs  of  this  fcheme  greatly  encou¬ 
raged  Mr.  Shipley  once  more  to  turn  his 
thoughts  tp  the  revival  of  his  favourite 
plan  for  encouraging  Arts,  &c.  juftly  con¬ 
cluding,  that  if  fo  much  good  had  been 
done  by  his  little  fubfcription  for  lowering 
the  price  of  fuel  in  a  fingle  town,  great  and 
noble  advantages  might  in  all  human  pro¬ 
bability  be  expedted  to  arife  from  a  fcheme 
of  fo  extenfive  a  nature  as  to  comprehend 
the  whole  kingdom,  and  judging  by  the 
prefent  cafe,  that  if  even  a  ftnall  beginning 
was  once  made  ;  it  might  be  attended  with 
the  fame  fuccefs.  He  therefore  confulted 
the  right  honourable  lord  Hallifax,  and 
fome  ingenious  and  public  fpirited  gentle¬ 
men  in  the  neighbourhood,  who  gave  him 
feveral  ufeful  hints  on  the  occafion,  and 
now  it  was,  that  he  firft  thought  of  carrying 
his  plan  to  London,  as  the  only  place 
where  it  was  likely  fpeedily  to  take  effedt, 
as  there  alone,  he  could  hope  to  find  a  fuffi- 
cient  number  of  perfons  of  high  rank  and 

D  dif- 


diftindtion  ever  ready  to  patronize  and  pro¬ 
mote  any  laudable  defign  for  the  welfare 
and  intereft  of  Society  :  the  only  perfons 
that  he  was  acquainted  with  at  this  time  in 
London,  who  were  capable  of  forwarding 
his  defign,  were,  Mr.  Henry  Baker,  Mr. 
Mefiiter,  and  Mr.  Crilpe*  he  had  alfo  a  re¬ 
commendation  to  the  reverend  Dr.  Stephen 
Hales  of  Teddington,  fince  deceafed,  On 
his  arrival  he  waited  on  the  doftor,  and 
communicated  to  him  the  intent  of  his 
journey  :  this  public  fpirited  and  moft  inge¬ 
nious  gentleman  readily  concurred  with  him 
in  the  undertaking,  and  informed  him,  that 
the  lord  vifcount  Foikftone,  and  lord  Rom¬ 
ney  had  exprefifed  to  him  an  ardent  defire  of 
feeing  fome  fuch  plan  carried  into  execu¬ 
tion,  and  had  promifed  if  any  fuch  fhould 
take  place,  that  they  would  become  fub- 
fcribers  thereto,  he  alfo  promifed  Mr.  Ship- 
ley,  if  he  would  print  his  propofals,  that 
he  would  difperfe  copies  of  them  among 
many  of  our  public  fpirited  nobility  and 
gentry  :  having  fo  fir  fucceeded  in  his  firft 

appli- 


application,  he  then  waked  on  Mr.  Henry 
Baker,  who  generoufly  affifted  him  by  giv¬ 
ing  him  various  recommendations  to  proper 
perfons  who  might  forward  his  defign  :  he 
alfo  revifed  his  propofals  and  plan,  which 
were  foon  after  fent  to  the  prefs. 

The  following  is  printed  from  one  of 
the  copies  of  that  impreflion.

AS  riches  are  acknowledged  to  be  the 
ftrength,  Arts  and  Sciences  may 
juftly  be  efteemed  the  ornaments  of  nati¬ 
ons.  Few  kingdoms  have  ever  been  for- 
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-midable  without  the  one*  or  illuftrious  with- 

* 

out  the  other ;  or  very  confiderable  without 
both. -—Does  it  not  then  behove  every  na¬ 
tion  to  cultivate  and  promote  amongft  the 
members  of  her  own  community*  what  are 
fo  apparently  and  eminently  conducive  to 
her  intereft  and  glory  ?  Encouragement  is 
much  the  fame  to  Arts  and  Sciences  as  cul-

tore  is  to  Vegetables :  they  always  advance 
and*  fiourifli  in  proportion  to  the  rewards 
they  acquire,  and  the  honours  they  obtain. 
-—The  Auguftan  age  amongft  the  Romans* 
.and  fome  preceeding  ages  amongft  the 
Greeks,  were  remarkable  for  the  delicacy 
of  their  tafte  and  the  noblenefs  of  their 
productions  5  they  have  recommended  and 
endeared  themfelves  to  all  pofterity  by  many 
valuable  monuments  of  genius  and  induftry. 
None,  I  prefume,  will  imagine*  that  the 
men  of  thofe  times  were  endued  with  na¬ 
tural  abilities  fuperior  to  the  reft  of  man¬ 
kind  in  former  ages,  or  in  this  our  prefent 
time,  but  their  abilities  originally  equal* 
rofe  to  this  fuperiority,  by  falling  into  a 

more 
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more  fertile  foil,  and  being  exerted  under 
more  favourable  influences.  Had  the  fame 
advantages  been  enjoyed,  even  in  the  mod 
fupine  and  barbarous  periods,  there  is  no 
doubt  but  genius  would  have  fhined,  and 
induftry  toiled,  and  very  probably  with 
equal  fuccefs. 

Profit  and  honour  are  two  (harp  fpurs, 
which  quicken  invention,  and  animate  ap¬ 
plication  ;  it  is  therefore  propofed,  that  a 
fcheme  be  fet  on  foot  for  giving  both  thefe 
encouragements  to  the  liberal  fciences,  to 
the  polite  arts,  and  to  every  ufeful  manu¬ 
factory.  That  with  this  view  a  fund  be 
railed  by  fubfcription  for  the  diftribution  of 
fome  fuitable  premium  or  honorary  grati¬ 
fication  for  any  and  every  work  of  diftin- 

guilhed  ingenuity.  That  whoever  fhall 
make  the  molt  confiderable  progrefs  in  any 

branch  of  beneficial  knowledge,  or  exhibit 
the  molt  compleat  performance  in  any  fpe- 
cies  of  mechanic  fkill,  whoever  fhall  con¬ 
trive,  improve,  execute,  or  caufe  to  be  ex¬ 
ecuted 
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ccuted  any  fcheme  or  projedt  calculated  for 
the  honor,  the  embellishment,  the  intereft, 
the  comfort,  (or  in  time  of  danger,  for  the 
defence 'of  this  nation)  may  receive  a  reward 
Suitable  to  the  merit  of  his  fervices.  Such 
an  undertaking,  it  is  thought,  may  eaiily 
be  eftabl idled,  and  as  eafily  fupported,  by 
a  body  of  generous  and  public  fpirited  per- 
fo ns,  and  it  is  hoped  may  prove  an  effectual 
means  to  embolden  enterprize,  to  enlarge 
Science,  to  refine  Art,  to  improve  our 
Manufactures,  and  extend  our  Commerce  • 
in  a  word,  to  render  Great  Britain  the 
fchool  of  inftrudion,  as  it  is  already  the 
centre  of  traffic  to  the  greatefi:  part  of  the 
know*n  world.

V  V  of  Subfcribers  to  put  the  fcheme  in 
execution,  it  is  propofed  that  they  form 
themfelves  into  a  body,  by  the  name  of  a 
Society  for  the  Encouragement  of  Arts, 
Sciences,  and  Manufa&ures  in  Great  Brit¬ 
ain,  or  by  fuch  other  title  as  the  fubfcribers 
fhall  agree  upon. 

Ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen  are  invited 
into  this  fubfcription,  as  there  is  no  reafon 
to  imagine  they  will  be  behindhand  in  a  ge¬ 
nerous  and  fmcere  regard  for  the  good  of 
their  country. 

It  is  alto  propofed  that  the  fubfcribers 
fliall  chufe  from  amongfi  themfelves  a  pre* 

fident. 
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fident,  one  or  two  vice-prefidents,  a  trea* 
furer,  and  a  fecretary. 

All  the  articles  relating  to  the  fcheme 
may  be  fettled  by  balloting,  and  each  fub- 
fcriber  fhall  be  intitled  to  as  many  votes  as 
are  in  proportion  to  his  fubfcription. 

The  premiums  may  be  honorary  and  pe¬ 
cuniary,  and  adjudged  in  the  following 
manner.  Some  time  before  the  day  fixed 
for  that  purpofe,  the  fpecimens  may  be  fen t 
by  the  candidates  without  any  name,  to 
the  fecretary,  who  may  give  receipts  for 
them,  and  mark  each  particular  receipt  and 
fpecimen  with  the  fame  number. 

At  the  time  agreed  upon  for  adjudging 
the  premiums,  a  committee  being  chofen, 
and  feme  of  the  ablefl  judges  of  each  par-* 
ticular  Art,  Science,  or  Manufacture,  cal¬ 
led  in  to  their  afiiftance,  the  performances 
of  the  feveral  candidates  may  be  examined* 
and  their  fuperior merits  determined;  then 
the  perfons  who  produce  the  receipts, 
whole  numbers  correfpond  with  thofe  of 
the  belt  fpecimens,  may  afterwards  claim 

the 


the  prizes.  If  a  profound  fecrecy  is  pfevi* 
bufly  enjoined  to  the  competitors,  in  all  ca¬ 
fes  that  will  admit  of  it,  under  the  penalty 
of  being  for  ever  excluded  the  benefit  of 
the  premiums,  it  is  thought  there  can  be 
no  room  for  prejudice  or  partiality. 

In  particular  cafes,  as  for  very  CtlrioUs 
&nd  valuable  inventions  or  improvements* 
&c»  gold-medals  may  be  given  (which 
may  ferve  both  for  premiums  and  alfo  for 
honorary  gratifications)  of  fuch  value,  and 
with  fuch  devices  as  fhall  be  thought  proper 
by  the  fubfcribers  $  but  for  common  inven¬ 
tions  or  improvements,  pecuniary  premiums 
are  judged  fufficient.

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fore  if  a  medal  be  got  by  a  perfon,  whole 
circumftances  may  oblige  him  to  part  with 
if,  yet  ftill  a  certificate  will  perpetuate  the 
honour  he  has  received  . 

Certificates  may  likewife  be  given  with 
the  pecuniary  premiums,  which  will  be  of 
equal  ufe.

If  confiderable  premiums  were  given  to 
the  inventors,  and  ftill  greater  to  the  im¬ 
provers,  if  thought  worthy,  and  the  greateft 
of  all  to  thofe  who  fhal!  moft  amply  exe¬ 
cute  or  caufe  to  be  executed,  the  faid  in¬ 
ventions  or  improvements,  it  may  be  pre¬ 
fumed  this  would  be  attended  with  benefi¬ 
cial  confequences* 

Should  the  fubfcriptions  not  be  fufficient 
at  fir  ft  for  fo  many  premiums  as  might  be 
wiflftd ;  a  beginning  may  be  made  with 
giving  rewards  for  the  following  articles, 
or  fome  others  that  may  be  judged  of  the 
moil  importance  to  the  nation,  viz.

For  improvements  in  the  prefent  plans  of 
education,  in  naval  affairs,  in  hulbandry, 
and  particularly  for  the  introducing  of  fuch 
Manufactures  as  may  employ  great  numbers 
of  the  poor,  which  feems  the  only  way  of 
Jeffening  the  fwarms  of  thieves  and  beggars 
throughout  the  kingdom,  and  relieving  par- 
ifhes  from  the  burden  they  labour  under,  in 
maintaining  their  numerous  poor,  as  well  as 
rendering  multitudes  of  the  unemployed 
lower  clafs  of  people  ufeful  to  the  commu¬ 
nity  and  happy  in  themfelves. 

Premiums  may  alfo  be  given  for  the  re¬ 
vival  and  advancement  of  thofe  Arts  and 
Sciences  which  are  at  a  low  ebb  amongft 
us ;  as  Poetry,  Painting,  Tapeftry,  Archi¬ 
tecture,  &c.  As  above  all  other  people 
the  Englifh  are  endued  with  talents  pe¬ 
culiar  for  improvements  in  Arts  and  Manu¬ 
factures,  fo  by  their  mod  extenfive  com¬ 
merce,  they  will  of  courfe  reap  greater 
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* 


advantages  from  fuch  improvements,  when 
made,  than  any  other  nation  whatever,

HAVING  left,  feveral  copies  of  thefe 
Propofals  with  the  reverend  dodtor  Hales 
and  Mr.  Baker,  Mr.  Shipley  returned 
to  Northampton,  and  as  he  now  enter¬ 
tained  great  hopes  of  the  fuccefs  of  his 
fcheme,  he  refolved  to  quit  that  place  and 
refide  in  London,  that  he  might  have  the 
better  opoprtunity  of  attending  to  the  pro^ 
grefs  of  his  laudable  endeavours  for  the 
fervice  of  his  country. 

\ 

On  his  return  to  London  he  waited  on 
lord  Romney  to  whom  his  propofals  had 
been  communicated  by  dodtor  Hales,  his 
lord  (hip  greatly  encouraged  him  to  proceed 
In  his  undertaking,  and  to  endeavour,  to 
make  idterefl  to  eltablifh  it.  Mr.  Shipley 
decently  declined  it,  obferving  that  dodtor 
Hales  had  informed  him,  that  his  lordfliip 

in 
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|n  conjunction  with  lord  Folkeftone,  had 
fome  fuch  fcheme  of  their  own  in  view, 
and  that  he  was  afraid  the  fetting  his  on 
foot  might  interfere  with  their  lordfhips 
intentions.  Lord  Romney  on  this  delired 
Mr,  Shipley  to  proceed  on  his  own,  and 
thereupon  figned  a  paper,  of  which  the 
following  is  an  e^adt  copy. 

“  W  E  whofe  names  are  annexed,  hav- 
U  ing  perufed  Mr.  Shipley’s  fcheme  for 
promoting  improvements  in  Arts  and  Sci- 
“  ences,  Manufactures,  &c.  in  this  na~ 
“  tion,  do  much  approve  of  the  defign, 
tc  and  think  that  the  putting  fome  fuch 
<s  plan  in  execution,  will  produce  effedts 
“  very  beneficial  to  this  nation.  We  there- 
**  fore  hereby  encourage  him  to  apply  to 
the  nobility  and  gentry  for  the  promifes 
£C  of  their  fubfcription  and  intereft,  to  pro- 
mote  and  eftablifh  fome  fuch  plan,  and 
£C  as  foon  as  a  number  of  gentlemen  and 
ladies  fufticient  to  make  a  beginning, 
sf  have  fignified  their  intention  of  fubfcrib-

**  in<?  to  fuch  an  undertaking,  notice  will 
«  be  given  of  a  meeting  (the  time  and 
“  place  being  firft  agreed  on  by  a  majority 
“  of  the  intended  fubfcribers)  to  confult  on

*c  a  plan  of  this  kind,  and  for  laying  down 
fuch  rules  for  the  regulation  and  advance- 
ment  of  it,  as  fhall  be  judged  moft  con-

«<  this  nation,  acd  fatisfadory  to  all  the 
**  fubfcribers,

His  lordihip  alio  gave  him  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  feveral  of  the  nobility  and  gentry, 
and  in  particular  to  lord  Folkeftone  who 
was  not  then  in  town,  but  when  he  waited 
on  him  a  few  days  alter,  his  lordihip  re¬ 
ceived  him  very  kindly,  and  fignified  his 
approbation  of  his  fcheme,  by  iigning  the 
foregoing  paper,  and  by  allowing  him  to 
make  ufe  of  his  name  to  feveral  of  the 
nobility ;  and  at  the  fame  time  gave  him 

o 

inftructions  how  to  proceed. 


Thus  encouraged,  Mr.  Shipley  confider™ 
ed  that  unlefs  he  made  the  beft  ufe  of  his 
time,  as  the  Parliament  was  to  rife  early  on 
account  of  the  enfuing  general  election,  his 
fcheme  might  fail  this  year,  and  afterward8 
be  regarded  as  a  ftale  propofal,  and  there¬ 
fore  he  inceffantly  applied  for  fubfcriptions, 
and  after  about  three  months  follicitations 
got  accefs  to  thirty-five  of  the  nobility,  and 
to  a  great  number  of  other  perfons  of  rank, 
after  which  he  waited  on  his  two  noble  pa¬ 
trons  to  inform  them  that  of  thirty  five  no¬ 
bles,  and  a  great  number  of  the  gentry  to 
whom  he  had  been  admitted,  only  fifteen  had 
promifed  their  fubfcription,  and  none  had 
ligned  the  above-mentioned  paper  except 

the  bifhop  of  Worcefter.

Thefe  noblemen  then  enquired  of  Mr. 
Shipley,  if  he  had  intereft  fufficient  to  pro¬ 
cure  a  few  gentlemen  of  his  acquaintance 
to  contribute  in  order  to  make  a  beginning. 
Mr.  Shipley  replied  that  he  believed  he  had, 
if  their  lordfhips  would  be  fo  good  as  to 

honor 
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honor  them  with  a  meeting,  they  there¬ 
upon  appointed  the  following  Wednefday 
being  the  twenty-fecond  of  March  1754* 
to  meet  at  Rawthmelfs  coffee  houfe  in 
Henrietta  ftreet  Covent  Garden,  at  which 
time  and  place,  Mr,  Shipley  brought  the  fol¬ 
lowing  gentlemen  to  confult  with  their 
lordfhips,  on  the  meafures  proper  to  he 
taken  in  order  to  put  the  plan  in  execution* 
viz.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Stephen  Hales,  F  R  S. 
John  Goodchild,  Efq;  Mr.  Henry 
Baker,  F  R  S.  Mr.  Nicholas  Crisper 
Mr.  Charles  Lawrence,  Mr.  Gusta- 
vus  Br  ander,  F  R  S.  Mr^  James  Short* 
F  R  S.  and  Mr.  Messiter.

At  this  firft  meeting  it  was  propofed  to 
confider  whether  a  reward  ihould  not  be 
offered  for  finding  Cobalt,  and  for  planting 
Madder  in  this  kingdom,  and  as  Arfenic* 
Smalt  and  Zaffire  are  prepared  from  Cobalt,' 
Mr.  Shipley  was  defired  to  feafch  the  Cuff 
tom-houfe  books,  to  fee  what  quantities  of 
tach  of  thole  commodities  were  annually

imported,  and  at  the  fame  time  it  being  the 
opinion  of  all  the  gentlemen  prefent  that 
the  art  of  drawing  is  abfolutely  neceffary  in 
many  Arts,  Trades  and  Manufactures,  and 
that  the  encouragement  of  it  might  prove 
of  great  utility  to  the  public,  it  was  re- 
folved,  to  give  premiums  to  encourage  boys 
and  girls  in  the  art  of  drawing,  and  after 
converfmg  fome  time  on  thefe  fubjedts,  the 
further  confideration  of  them  was  pofcponed 
till  the  following  Wednefday,  when  they 
agreed  to  meet  there  again*

Accordingly  March  29.  the  gentlemen 
met  at  the  fame  place,  when  Mr,  Shipley 
brought  an  account  from  the  Cuftom  houfe 
books,  the  wing  that  in  the  year  1753$ 
207510  pounds  weight  of  Smalt  had  been 
imported,  and  alfo  16649  hundred,  one 
quarter  and  fourteen  pounds  weight  of 
Madder,  upon  which  it  was  refolved  to  give 
public  premiums  for  finding  Cobalt  and  for 
planting  Madder,  and  then  the  gentlemen 
having  re  fumed  the  fubjeCt  of  drawings  by 
boys  and  girls,  it  was  refolved  to  offer  pre^

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minims  for  them  alfo  ;  and  agreeable  to  thefe 
feveral  refolutions  the  following  advertife- 
ment  was  drawn  up  and  put  into  the 
Daily  Advertifer.

PUBLIC. 

SO  M  E  of  the  nobility,  clergy,  gentle¬ 
men  and  Merchants,  having  at  heart 
the  good  of  this  country,  have  lately  met 
together  in  order  to  form  themfelves  into  a 
Society  for  the  encouragement  of  Arts, 
Manufa&ures  and  Commerce  in  Great  Brit¬ 
ain,  by  bellowing  rewards  from  time  to 
time  for  fuch  prod  addons,  inventions  and 
improvements  as  (hall  tend  to  the  employ¬ 
ing  of  the  poor,  to  the  increafe  of  trade, 
and  the  riches  and  honor  of  this  kingdom 
by  promoting  induftry  and  emulation  ;  and 
though  at  prefent  this  plan  is  not  complete, 
it  has  neverthelefs  been  refolved  to  make  a 
beginning  in  the  manner  following,  viz.

this  kingdom,  not  lefs  than  20  pounds 
weight,  of  which  famples  to  be  fhewn  with 
fatisfadlory  certificates  on  or  before  the  15th 
of  January,  1756,  thirty  pounds:  to  be 
determined  that  day  fortnight. 

For  the  beft  drawing  by  boys  and  girls 
under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  on  proof  of 
their  abilities,  on  or  before  the  15th  of 
January  next,  fifteen  pounds ;  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  that  day  fortnight.

As  the  fubfcribers  to  this  Society  were  at 
this  time  too  few  in  number  to  raife  the 
fam  propofed  to  be  given  by  the  above  a 
vertifement,  the  lords  Folkefione  and  Rom¬ 
ney  generoufly  promifed  to  make  good 
whatever  deficiencies  there  might  happen 
on  that  account,  and  accordingly  their  lord- 
fhips  made  good  a  confiderable  deficiency 
jn  the  firil  year’s  fubfcriptions,  which  be¬ 
nevolent  conduct  of  their  lordfhips  gave 
liability  to  the  proceedings  of  this  little  So¬ 
ciety,  and  was  defervedly  reputed  the  bails 
qf  its  eftablifhment. 


It 
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It  was  now  thought  neceflary  to  nomi¬ 
nate  a  proper  perfon  to  aft  as  fecretary  and 
treafurer,  and  to  take  care  of  the  bufinefs  o^" 
the  Society,  Mr.  Shipley  was  appointed  to 
this  Office^  for  one  year,  and  performed  it 
gratis,  to  the  entire  fatisfaftion  of  all  the 
fubfcribers. 

The  gentlemen  met  again  at  the  fame 
place  on  the  ioth  of  April  following,  when 
it  was  propofed  to  divide  the  premiums  for 
the  enfuing  year,  into  three  or  four  differ . 
rent  dalles,  and  to  extend  them  to  the  raif- 
ing  of  raw  filk  in  the  colonies  and  at  home, 
and  then  the  meeting  was  adjourned  to  the 
circulating  library  in  Crane  court  Fleet 
flreet,  where  leave  had  been  obtained  till 
a  more  convenient  place  could  be  found, 
and 

On  the  24th  of  April,  this  laudable  aflo- 
ciation  met  accordingly  for  the  fir  ft  time 
at  the  faid  circulating  library.  At  this 
meeting  it  was  ordered  that  all  letters  to 
the  Society,  received  by  the  Secretary,  be 
numbered  in  order  to  have  them  moreeafily 

referred 
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to,  and  that  the  Secretary,  on  receiving  any 
letters  that  required  immediate  anfwers, 
fliould  colled:  a  committee  of  the  Society 
to  confult  with. 

Alfo  Mr.  Shipley  having  produced  two 
abftrads  from  the  Am  herd  am  Gazette 
commending  the  intentions  of  the  Society 
it  was  thought  proper  to  have  them  trans¬ 
lated  and  entered  in  the  minutes.  After 
which  the  gentlemen  adjourned  to  the 
twenty-fecond  of  May,  and  continued  their 
meetings  at  this  place  monthly ;  during 
the  fummer  months  nothing  very  ma¬ 
terial  was  tranfaded  ;  but  on  the  27th  of 
November  the  members  then  prefent  oh- 
ferving,  that  their  meetings  had  now  been 
held  during  the  fpace  of  eight  months,  and 
with  a  very  faiall  increafe  of  the  number  of 
fubfcribers,  feme  of  the  gentlemen  gave  it 
as  their  opinion  that  the  forming  themfelves 
into  a  regular  body,  and  publifhing  their 
plan,  would  be  the  bed  .means  of  inducing 
others  to  join  them,  which  being  immedi¬ 
ately  approved  of,  Mr.  Henry  Baker  was 

una* 
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unanimoufly  requefted  to  draw  up  a  plan 
for  the  regulation  of  the  Society,  who  with 
great  politenefs  and  generality  undertook 
this  difficult  tafk ;  and  fo  affiduous  was  he 
in  the  execution  of  it,  that  on  the  1 8th  of 
December  following,  he  prefen  ted  his  plan 
which  was  ordered  to  be  confidered  the  fe- 
cond  Wednefday  in  February  1755,  and 
thanks  were  returned  him  on  this  occafion* 
At  this  meeting  Mr.  Theobald  propofed 
that  their  next  meeting  ffiould  be  at  Peeles 
Coffee  houfe  in  Fleet-ftreet,  which  was 
agreed  to,  and 

On  the  tenth  ©f  January  they  met  agree¬ 
able  to  this  refolution  in  the  dining  room 
at  the  laid  coffee  houfe  when  a  letter,  was 
read  from  Charles  Whitworth,  Efq ;  in 
which  were  feme  propolals  for  rendering 
the  plan  of  this  Society  very  extenflve  ;  and 
a  fcheme  for  a  regifter-book  wras  approved  of 
anda  book  was  accordingly  ordered,  the  form 
of  a  certificate  to  be  given  with  the  premi¬ 
ums  was  like  wife  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Henry 
Baker  and  approved,  and  a  motion  was  made 

by* 


by  Mr.  Shipley  that  a  premium  be  given 
next  year  for  the  heft  performance  in  fteel 
dies,  and  then  they  adjourned  to  the  15th, 
when  with  the  affiftance  of  Sir  Henry 
Cheere,  Mr.  Dalton,  Mr.  Strange  and  Mr. 
Bonneau,  who  had  been  defir ed  to  attend 
for  that  purpofe,  they  for  the  firft  time  ad¬ 
judged  the  premiums  offered  for  drawings 
as  follows,  viz.  To  James  Scowles  for 
the  bed:  drawing  five  pounds;  to  Mils 
Keith  for  the  fecond  beft  four  pounds;  to 
Elias  Durnford  for  the  third,  three  pounds  : 
to  Richard  Dubourg  for  the  fourth,  two 
pounds  ;  and  to  John  Revel  ior  the  fifth, 
one  pound,  being  tne  Premium  adv<.rti!ed 
for  the  clafs  between  the  ages  of  fourteen 
and  feventeen. 

To  Richard  Cofway  for  the  bell:  draw¬ 
ing,  five  pounds :  to  John  Smart  for  the 
fecond  beft,  four  pounds ;  to  John  Grefie 
for  the  third,  three  pounds;  to  Mifs  Bar¬ 
bara  Marfden  for  the  fourth,  two  pounds ; 
and  to  John  Afhwood  Porter  for  the  fifth, 

one 
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one  pound  ;  being  the  premium  offered  for 
the  clafs  under  the  age  of  fourteen. 

Public  notice  of  this  decifion  was  ordered 
to  be  inferted  in  the  Daily  Advertifer  of  the 
17th  current,  and  on  the  29th  following, 
the  money  was  diftributed  among  the  feve- 
ral  claimants  abovementioned,  before  the 
fubfcribers  then  prefent.  At  the  next  meet¬ 
ing  on  the  fifth  of  February,  the  Society 
having  formed  themfelves  into  a  body  by 
the  title  of  the  Society  for  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  Arts,  Manufactures  and  Com¬ 
merce,  proceeded  by  ballot  to  the  election 
of  their  feveral  officers  for  the  enfuing  year, 
when  the  following  noblemen  and  gentle¬ 
men  were  chofen,  viz.

John  Goodchild,  Efq ;  treafurer,  and 
Mr.  William  Shipley  fecretary,  who  wa& 
likewife  eleded  a  perpetual  member,  and 
excufed  all  payments  in  confideration  of  his 
having  framed  the  original  proposals  and 
plan  for  forming  this  Society,  and  of  the 
great  trouble  and  fatigue  he  had  undergone 
in  folliciting  the  encouragement  of  the  no¬ 
bility  and  gentry  for  many  months :  the 
fame  honor  was  likewife  conferred  on  Mr. 
Henry  Baker,  for  drawing  up  a  pradical  plan 
for  carrying  Mr.  Shipley's  defign  into  exe¬ 
cution. 

On  the  19th  of  February,  the  Society 
met  for  the  laft  time  at  Peelers  coffee  houfe, 
for  finding  that  the  room  was  too  fmall  to 
contain  their  prefent  members,  they  had  de- 
fired  Mr.  Shipley  to  enquire  for  a  more 
commodious  room,  who  in  confequence  of 
their  requeft  now  informed  them,  that  he 
had  feen  a  houfe  in  Craig’s  court  at  Char¬ 
ing  crofs,  in  which  by  laying  two  rooms  on 
the  firft  floor  into  one,  he  could  form  a  very 
convenient  apartment  for  the  meetings  of 

the 
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the  Society,  which  he  would  furnifh  with 

chairs  and  other  neceffaries  for  the  meet¬ 
ings  at  the  yearly  expence  of  twenty  pounds 

including  fire  and  candles ;  this  offer  ap¬ 
peared  fo  reafonable,  that  the  Society  rea¬ 
dily  accepted  it,  and  appointed  their  next 
meeting  to  be  held  there  accordingly. 

It  was  likewife  refolved  at  this  meeting 
that  one  thoufand  copies  of  Mr.  Baker’s 
plan  fhould  be  forthwith  printed  and  dif- 
perfed. 

The  good  effects  of  the  Society’s  being 
formed  into  a  regular  body,  and  of  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  Mr.  Baker’s  plan,  foon  became 
vifible  by  the  rapid  increafe  of  the  number 
of  its  members  which  almoft  inflantly  en- 
fued,  for  from  the  time  of  their  firfi:  meet¬ 
ing  at  Rathmell’s  coffee  houfe,  in  March 
1754,  to  the  firfi:  time  of  electing  their 
officers  in  February  1 75*5,  being  the  fpace 
of  eleven  months,  they  were  only  increaf- 
ed  to  feventeen  members,  whereas  in  the 
fhort  fpace  of  two  months,  after  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  plan,  the  Society  increafed  to 

G  2  eighty 
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eighty-one  members ;  and  another  favour¬ 
able  circumftance  alfo  greatly  contributed  to 
their  fuccefs,  which  was  the  confiant  and 
unwearied  attendance  of  thofe  worthy  noble¬ 
men  already  mentioned,  who  at  this  time 
never  once  failed  to  honor  the  Society  by 

their  prefence  at  their  weekly  meetings. 

On  the  fir  ft  of  March,  the  Society  met 
at  their  office  in  Craig’s  court,  and  from 
this  time  all  their  proceedings  were  regu¬ 
larly  entered  in  books  appointed  for  that 
purpofe,  and  their  meetings  began  to  be 
held  weekly. 

Soon  alter  the  Society’s  premiums  were 
extended  to  different  articles  in  Manufac¬ 
tures  and  Commerce  at  home,  and  in  our 
colonies  abroad  ;  and  they  have  fince  been  fo 
confiderably  enlarged  that  the  annual  cata¬ 
logue  of  their  premiums  and  the  conditions 
on  which  they  are  offered,  makes  a  conlider- 
able  pamphlet. 

At  a  meeting  on  the  30th  of  April,  Mr. 
Beardmore  one  of  the  members,  produced 
to  the  Society  the  new  general  magazine 

for 
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For  the  month  of 'April,  in  which  was  hi* 
ferted  an  abftradt  of  the  Society’s  plan,  and 
thereupon  he  was  defired  to  thank  the 

proprietors  of  this  magazine, - probably 

becaufe  the  Society  chearfully  embraced, 
and  were  willing  to  countenance  every  op¬ 
portunity  of  making  their  benevolent  in¬ 
tentions  univerfally  known,  and  becaufe 
though  permiffion  had  not  been  obtain¬ 
ed  for  this  publication,  yet  the  proprietors 
had  in  fome  meafure  forwarded  their  de- 
figns,  which  was  agreeable  to  the  requeft 
of  their  advertifement,  and  as  this  advertife- 
ment  is  hill  continued  to  1763,  it  is  a  pre- 
fumptive  proof  that  this  candid  account  of 
their  inflitution  will  be  regarded  in  the 
fame  light. 

During  this  fummer  the  Society  con¬ 
tinued  much  in  the  fame  hate,  the  grand 
objeds  that  principally  engaged  their  at¬ 
tention  were,  the  effaying  fever al  minerals 
in  order  to  find  the  true  Cobalt  for  which 
their  premium  was  offered  ;  and  the  eftablifh- 
ing  premiums  to  encourage  the  making  of 
buff  leather  for  the  ufe  of  the  army,  and 

for 


for  cultivating  the  growth  of  white  mul¬ 
berry  trees  in  Carolina ;  for  an  account  of 
the  good  effedts  of  thefe  and  other  premi¬ 
ums  that  may  be  hereafter  mentioned,  we 
refer  the  reader  to  a  diftindt  detail  of  the 
public  benefits  arifing  from  the  Society's 
premiums,  claffed  under  proper  heads  and 
annexed  to  this  narrative. 

By  the  tenth  of  December,  the  Society 
confiding  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  mem¬ 
bers,  it  was  obferved  that  Mr.  Shipley's 
whole  time  was  engroffed  in  performing 
the  bufinefs  of  Secretary,  Regifter  and  Col¬ 
lector,  which  he  had  hitherto  performed 
for  the  Society  gratis,  therefore  a  motion 
was.  made  to  allow  him  a  falary,  and  the 
queftion  being  put  it  palled  unanimoufly  in 
the  affirmative . 


At  length  the  apartments  in  Craig’s  court 
proved  too  fmall  to  contain  their  members* 

jfc; 

great  numbers  being  now  defied  at  every 
weekly  meeting,  wherefore  on  the  25th  of 
February,  1756,  the  Society  hired  the 
Srft  floor  in  the  houfe  iituate  at  the  corner 


of  Caftle  Court  oppofite  the  New  Exchange 
buildings  in  the  Strand,  which  firft  floor 
was  properly  fitted  up  for  their  meetings . 
and  here  the  Society  met  for  the  firft  time 
on  the  fecond  of  June  1756,  and  ordered 
eiTaying  furnaces  to  be  erected  for  trying 
fuch  ores  and  minerals  as  fhould  be  brought 
to  the  Society  for  examination,  but  prin¬ 
cipally  on  account  of  finding  the  true  Co^ 
bait. 

From  this  time  the  bufinefs  of  the  Soci¬ 
ety  multiplied  fo  confiderably,  that  to  give 
.  a  regular  detail  of  the  proceedings  at  each 
meeting,  would  require  a  large  volume  ;  I 
fhall  therefore  only  feledt  fuch  important 
tranfadtions  as  have  been  peculiarly  benefi¬ 
cial  to  the  public,  and  fhall  then  clofe 
th  is  little  narrative  with  a  ftiort  account  of 
the  prefent  ftate  of  the  Society,  remarking 
the  number  of  its  members,  the  extent 
and  utility  of  its  premiums,  under  their 

fever  al  cl  a  lies,  and  the  equity  and  modera¬ 
tion  of  the  rules  and  orders  by  which  this 
great  body  is  happily  conducted  in  fuch  a 

manner  . 
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manner  as  to  give  univerfal  fatisfadti&n,  and 
to  merit  diftinguifhed  approbations 

In  the  year  1756,  Mr.  Henry  Baker*  whole- 
active  zeal  for  the  welfare  of  this  Society  we 
have  often  had  occafion  to  mention,  pro- 
pofed  to  the  Society,  to  give  gold  and  filver 
medals  as  honorary  premiums,  with  a  view 
of  exciting  emulation  among  the  nobility, 
and  other  perfons  of  condition,  with 
whom  pecuniary  premiums  could  have  no 
weight,  agreeable  to  this  propofal,  a  defign 
for  the  medals  was  prefented  to  the  Society 
by  Mr.  James  Stuart,  from  which  a  die  was 
ordered  to  be  made,  and  fome  medals  being 
flruck,  the  firft  fix  gold  medals  were  given 
by  the  Society,  to  the  perfons,  and  in  the 
order  following.

February  the  27th  176*0,  a  letter  was 
read  to  the  Socity,  from  Mr.  Francis  Hay- 
man  Hiftory  Painter,  at  that  time  chair¬ 
man  of  the  committee  of  Artifts,  requeu¬ 
ing  that  the  Society  would  permit  the  Ar- 

H  tiftf 
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tifts  to  make  an  exhibition  of  polite  Arts 
in  the  Society’s  great  room,  which  had 
been  built  for  them  at  a  houfe  nearly  oppo- 
fite  Beauford  buildings,  where  they  ftill  con¬ 
tinue,  this  letter  being  referred  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  polite  Arts,  they  came  to  a  refo- 
lution  to  permit  an  exhibition,  and  accord¬ 
ingly  in  May  following  the  Artifts  of  Great 
Britain,  exhibited  their  works  for  the  firft 
time,  under  the  fandtion  of  the  Society, 
and  from  the  amazing  concourfe  of  people 
who  daily  reforted  to  this  exhibition,  it 
plainly  appeared  how  agreeable  it  would  be 
to  the  public  in  general,  if  fuch  exhibitions 
were  annually  permitted,  and  experience 
has  Ihewn  that  the  public  curiolity  has  not 
fuffered  the  lead;  diminution,  during  the 
fpace  of  four  years  for  the  prefent  exhibi¬ 
tion  is  as  popular  as  the  firft  ;  and  very  im¬ 
portant  are  the  advantages  arifing  to  the  So¬ 
ciety,  to  the  artifts,  and  to  the  whole  na¬ 
tion,  from  thefe  annual  exhibitions. 

With  refpeft  to  the  Society  I  believe  it 

cannot  be  denied,  that  many  private  perfons 

capable 
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capable  of  promoting  their  plan,  not  only 
by  their  fubfcriptions,  but  by  their  advice 
and  experience,  have  become  members, 
from  viewing  the  various  works  of  art  ex¬ 
hibited  under  the  patronage  of  fo  laudable 
an  aflociation,  many  of  which  they  found 
were  the  happy  product  of  the  Society's 
extenfive  liberality,  to  which  I  may  add, 
that  numbers  who  were  not  well  apprized 
of  the  fuccefsful  progrefs  of  their  patriotic 
endeavours,  by  this  means  received  un¬ 
doubted  information,  and  from  thence  were 
induced  to  contribute  to  the  fupport  and 
extenfion  of  this  noble  ftruiture  of  public 
virtue— -As  to  the  rifing  generation  of 
A r tills  they  no  longer  remain  immerfed  in 
obfcurity,  but  have  the  happieft  opportu¬ 
nity  of  exhibiting  their  favourite  talents  to 
the  bed:  advantage,  and  are  early  introduc¬ 
ed  to  the  acquaintance  of  the  patrons  of  the 
polite  arts,  to  whom  their  names  and  refi- 
dence  is  by  this  means  made  known ;  and 
their  reputation  is  not  founded  on  the  partial 
voice  of  private  friendship,  but  on  the  merit 

of 
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of  public  approbation  ;  and  from  the  profit 
arifing  from  the  fale  of  the  annual  catalogues 
of  their  works  thus  exhibited,  the  exhibiters 
been  enabled  to  diftribute  relief  not  only  to 
the  indigent  of  their  own  body,  but  alfo  to 
aliens,  and  are  at  prefent  formed  into  a  re¬ 
gular  inftitution  by  the  name  of  A  Society 
of  Artists  associated  for  the  re¬ 
lief  OF  THE  DISTRESSED  A^D  DECAYED 
OF  THEIR  OWN  BODY,  THEIR  WlDOWS 
and  Children,  thankfully  acknowledg¬ 
ing  the  fpirit  of  encouragement  which  the 
public  have  exprefled  during  their  late  ex¬ 
hibitions,  and  providently  determining  for 
the  future,  to  form  a  fund  from  the  pro¬ 
duce  of  the  fale  of  their  catalogues  for  thofe 
humane  purpofes  alone,  fo  clearly  fet 
forth  in  their  title.  Laftly,  the  nation 
in  general  derives  a  relative  advantage  from 
thefe  exhibitions,  for  by  them,  a  branch  of 
education  of  the  utrnoft  importance  to  many 
of  our  Manufactures  is  greatly  encouraged, 

emulation  being  a  ft  rang  incitement  to  our 

< 

youth  to  learn  the  elegant  art  of  drawing, 

and 
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and  drawing  is  fo  effential  to  the  improve* 
ment  of  many  Arts  and  Manufactures, 
and  before  the  institution  of  this  Society, 
and  of  thefe  exhibitions  was  fo  little  culti¬ 
vated,  and  confined  to  fo  few  hands,  that 
the  Manufacturers  were  obliged  togivefuch 
extravagant  prices  for  new  patterns,  as 
greatly  enhanced  the  value  of  their  commo¬ 
dities,  and  diminished  the  demand  for  them 
in  foreign  markets,  if  not  at  home. 

I  am  now  to  pafs  from  this  pleafing  tho* 
Short  review  of  our  exhibitions,  to  an  event 
of  the  utmoft  confequence  to  the  comma-, 
nity — the  eStablifhment  of  the  plan  for 
fupplying  the  markets  of  London  and  Weft- 
m in fter,  with  fiSh  from  diftant  Tea-ports  and 
rivers,  by  land  carriage. 

This  extenfive  undertaking  was  firSi:  pro- 
pofed  to  the  Society  in  the  month  of  No¬ 
vember  1761,  by  John  Blake,  Efq ;  who 
attended  the  committee  to  whom  it  had 
been  referred  to  confider  of  a  premium  for 
the  catching  of  turbots  by  BritiSh  fubje&s. 
Mr.  Blake  informed  the  gentlemen  of  the 


coni- 
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committee,  that  machines  might  be  con¬ 
trived  capable  of  carrying  one  thoufand 
weight  of  fifh,  and  at  the  fame  time  fo 
light,  that  they  might  eafily  be  drawn  by  a 
pair  of  liorfes  -y  and  convey  the  above 
weight  of  fib  without  any  injury,  from 
the  weather  or  jolting,  to  London,  from 
the  fea-coafts  of  the  kingdom  ;  he  likewife 
let  forth  the  advantages  that  would  accrue 
to  the  nation  from  the  improvement  of  our 
fisheries,  and  particularly  that  of  adding 
confiderably  to  our  marine,  by  encouraging 
fifhermen  to  fettle  on  our  fea-coafts,  which 
by  this  means  would  become  nurferies  for 
good  fea-men  ;  for  the  children  being  early 
seen  domed  to  the  watry  element,  would 
be  the  more  eafily  induced  when  grown  up 
to  enter  into  the  fervice  of  the  date.  In 
a  word,  his  whole  plan  feemed  fo  evidently 
calculated  for  the  public  good,  that  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Society,  it  was  refolved 
to  advance  Mr.  Blake  the  Turn  of  two  thou-

was 
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was  paid  to  him,  without  any  limitations  or 
particular  conditions,  and  premiums  were 
offered  for  the  beft  models  of  machines 
proper  for  the  undertaking,  but  it  was  not 
till  the  month  of  May  1762,  that  the 
fcheme  took  effedt,  when  proper  carriages 
being  made  from  the  model  to  which  the 
premium  had  been  adjudged,  and  all  other 
neceffaries  being  duly  prepared,  thefe 
carriages  began  to  travel,  and  it  muft  not 
be  forgot  that  through  the  indefatigable  at¬ 
tention  of  the  manager  to  every  thing  that 
might  tend  to  promote  the  fuccefs  of  this 
undertaking,  an  adt  of  parliament  was  ob¬ 
tained,  by  which  the  tolls  to  be  paid  by 
thefe  carriages,  were  moderated,  the  filher- 
men  protected ;  and  the  liberty  of  buying 
and  felling  of  fifh  laid  open  to  every  perfon, 
whether  brought  up  to  the  trade  or  not :  in 
a  very  Abort  time,  the  public  with  pleafure 
beheld  a  greater  variety  of  fifh  than  had 
ever  been  known  at  London,  and  feveral 
forts  of  fifh  particularly  foie?,  were  brought 

to 
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to  market  much  larger  than  ufualy  and  in 
better  condition. 

The  neceflary  expences  attending  the  car¬ 
rying  this  beneficial  defign  into  execution 
were  fo  confiderable,  fuch  as  providing  a 
proper  number  of  machines,  a  place  of  ge¬ 
neral  reception,  flails  for  fale,  &c.  that 
Mr.  Blake  foon  found  the  fum  granted  by 
the  Society  was  inadequate  to  the  extenfive- 
nefs  of  the  plan,  but  determined  to  give  all 
pofiible  fatisfadlion  to  this  refpedtable  body, 
he  laid  before  them  an  account  of  his  ex¬ 
pences,  and  of  the  progrefs  he  had  made, 
which  the  Society  fo  highly  approved,  that 
they  not  only  returned  him  thanks  for  his 
^reat  care  and  attention  to  the  trull  repofed 
in  him,  but  likewife  on  the  nineteenth  of 
May,  1762,  agreed,  to  lend  him  the  fum 
of  one  thoufand  five  hundred  pounds  on  his 
giving  proper  fecurity,  the  better  to  enable 
him  to  complete  his  defign,  which  he  has 
iince  carried  on  with  great  fuccefs  and 
amazing  intrepidity,  furmounting  every  dif¬ 
ficulty  that  the  united  efforts  of  a  fet  of 

monop- 
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mohoplizers  of  fifh  in  this  town,  could 
poffibly  invent  to  obftrudt  him  in  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  this  great  undertaking  ;  and  in 
March  lad,  he  once  more  laid  his  accounts, 
unafked,  before  the  Society,  at  an  extra¬ 
ordinary  meeting,  when  his  whole  pro¬ 
ceedings  appeared  fo  confident  with  his  find 
propofals,  and  his  difinterefted  zeal  and  un¬ 
wearied  application  in  this  public  fervice  fo 
undeniably  evident,  that  thanks  were  again 
returned  him,  and  the  gold  medal  of  the 
Society  unanimoufly  voted  him,  which  be¬ 
ing  confirmed  at  the  next  meeting,  it  was 
referred  to  the  committee  of  polite  Arts  to 
confider  of  a  proper  infcription,  when  the 
following  was  agreed  to.  To  John  Blake, 
Esq^  and  within  the  laurel  wreath,  Fisk 
Monopoly  restrained.  Thus  by  the 
benevolent  fupport  of  this  Society,  and  the 
public  fpirit  and  induftry  of  one  of  its  mem¬ 
bers,  the  fupplying  our  markets  with  fifh 
by  land  carriage,  and  the  reducing  its  price, 
have  been  happily  accompiifhed ;  and  ex- 
clufive  of  this  fcheme,  the  Society  annually 

I  fet 
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fet  apart  five  hundred  pounds  to  be  distri¬ 
buted  in  premiums  for  the  encouragement 
of  the  turbot  fifliery  by  Britifh  fubjefts,  fo 
that  from  thefe  two  fertile  fources,  we  may 
hope  to  derive  two  capital  national  ad¬ 
vantages,  the  employing  of  a  great  number 
of  feamen  in  time  of  peace,  and  the  forming 
a  confiderable  nurfery  of  thefe  ufeful  fuh- 
jefts,  who  may  be  called  forth,  by  proper 
encouragement,  to  the  fervice  of  their  coun¬ 
try,  in  time  of  public  danger. 

Having  now  given  an  account  of  'the 
moil  important  propofals  that  the  Soci¬ 
ety  have  carried  into  execution  Since  the 
year  1756,  independent  of  their  printed 
lift  of  premiums,  I  fhall  briefly  State 
the  Signal  advantages  the  public  have  de¬ 
rived  from  the  premiums  and  bounties 
given  by  this  Society  in  purfuance  of  their 
plan,  as  far  as  they  have  come  to  my  know¬ 
ledge,  distinguishing  the  improvements  ac¬ 
tually  made  in  each  clafs  ;  propofed  to  be 
encourged,  and  firft

T  II  E  Society  have  conftantly  offered 
honorary  premiums  of  gold  and  filver  me¬ 
dals,  for  planting  of  Acorns,  Chefnuts,EIms, 
Tirs,  and  Weymouth  Pines,  in  different 
quantities,  and  for  fencing  and  preferving 
the  fame  effediually,  in  order  to  raife  tim¬ 
ber,  fo  effential  for  the  fervice  of  the  navy, 

and  wood  for  domeflic  ufes  in  building 
occ. 

The  great  utility  of  the  cultivation  of 
thefe  trees  is  fo  obvious,  and  indeed  has 
been  fo  well  conceived  by  our  nobility  and 
gentry,  that  it  will  be  fufficient  to  remark 
that  the  premiums  have  been  claimed  from 
time  to  time,  by  perfons  of  the  highefl:  dif* 
tmdtion,  the  firif  of  which  has  been  already 
noticed. 

The  cultivation  of  madder  which  is  a  root 
or  great  ufe  in  dying,  has  been  encouraged 

I  2  by 
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by  the  Society’s  premiums  from  the  firft 
year  of  their  inftitution  ;  it  was  formerly 
planted  in  England  in  great  quantities,  but 
of  late  years  had  been  wholly  difcontinued, 
the  Dutch  having  conftantly  fupplied  us 
with  this  valuable  article,  and  it  is  com¬ 
puted  that  the  imports  of  Madder  from 
Holland  have  amounted  for  feme  time  pail 
to  200,000  pounds  per  annum ;  but  under 
the  fandfion  of  the  Society  the  growth  of 
this  plant  is  revived,  and  very  large  quanti¬ 
ties  are  now  cultivated  by  fundry  perfons  in 
different  parts  of  this  kingdom,  one  perfon 
in  particular  has  planted  29  acres,  and  the 
premiums  offered  by  the  Society  are  regu¬ 
larly  claimed,  fo  that  in  a  very  fhort  time 
we  fhall  have  no  occafion  to  fend  to  Hol¬ 
land  for  a  vegetable,  which  will  thrive  as 
well  in  our  own  country. 

The  other  articles  in  hufbandry  which 

have  been  encouraged  by  the  Society  are, 
the  railing  apiaries  for  which  both  ho¬ 
norary  and  pecuniary  premiums  are  offered, 

the  quantity  required  for  the  firft  premium 

being 
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being  eighty  pounds,  Is  no  lefs  than  four 
hundred  flocks  in  hives  or  boxes,  and  before 
the  Society  threw  out  thefe  premiums  no 
perion  ever  thought  of  poffeffing  fuch  a 
flock  of  bees — Several  forts  of  fodder,  par¬ 
ticularly  Lucerne,  have  been  cultivated  with 
great  fuccefs,  and  laftly?  Hemp,  the  growth 
and  preparation  of  which  in  this  kingdom 
for  the  making  of  fail-cloth  and  cordage, 
is  of  very  confiderable  importance,  has 
been  greatly  encouraged,  and  the  premiums 
claimed  in  feveral  counties. 

POLITE  ARTS. 

T  H  E  Society  fet  out  with  giving  pre¬ 
miums  for  drawings  by  boys  and  girls;  thefe 
have  fince  been  extended  to  various  ages, 
and  to  different  kinds  of  drawing  too  nu¬ 
merous  to  fpecify  in  this  place,  and  honor¬ 
ary  premiums  of  gold  and  filver  medals 
have  been  eftablifhed,  and  claimed,  for 
drawings  by  young  ladies,  the  daughters 
of  peers  and  peereffes. 

Through 
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Through  the  encouragement  given  by 
the  Society  to  this  Art,  drawing  is  become 
a  branch  of  education  ;  and  as  a  great  many 
of  our  Manufactures  which  depends  on  cor- 
reftnefs  and  elegance  of  delign,  are  annu¬ 
ally  exported  to  foreign  countries,  the  im¬ 
provement  of  thefe,  which  will  be  the  re- 
fult  of  encouraging  our  youth  to  learn  this 
Art,muk  in  time  prove  a  national  advantage. 

In  the  year  1 757?  premiums  were  offered 
for  modelling,  which  are  ftill  continued’ 
and  this  Art  has  been  greatly  improved 
amongft  us :  feveral  excellent  fpecimens  in 
clay,  and  in  wax,  having  been  prefented  to 
the  Society,  in  confequence  of  their  pre¬ 
miums,  the  great  benefits  arifing  from  the 
improvement  of  this  Art,  to  the  ftatuaries, 
feulptors,  &c.  is  too  well  known  to  re¬ 
quire  a  detail.

Etching  and  engraving,  and  caking  in 
bronze,  all  of  which  have  their  various  well 
known  ufes,  have  been  confiderably  im¬ 
proved  under  the  fahCtionof  this  Society,  and 
premiums  for  thefe  articles  are  kill  offered. 

In 


In  1758,  premiums  were  published  for 
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tne  encouragement  of  the  medalic  art,  and 
the  fubjedis  propofed  and  executed  have 
been,  fome  of  the  moft  glorious  events  of 
the  late  war :  as  thefe  medals  are  ftruck 
from  fteel  dies,  an  extenfive  benefit  is 
derived  from  improvements  in  this  branchy 
which  is  not  known  in  general ;  a  variety  of 
articles  in  hard  ware,  as  Etwees,  Seals,  &c. 
of  which  vaft  quantities  are  exported  are 
likewife  ftruck  from  fteel  dies,  and  there¬ 
fore  all  improvements  of  them  muft  prove 
beneficial  to  thefe  Manufactures  by  increaf- 
ing  the  variety  of  defigns  or  patterns. 

Hiftory  and  landfcape  painting  have  like¬ 
wife  been  encouraged  and  alfo  ftatues  and 
baffo  relievo’s  in  marble,  by  which  many 
young  artifts  and  fome  mafters  have  been  in¬ 
duced  to  produce  fuch  performances  in  each 
branch,  as  have  done  honor  to  the  Society 
under  whofe  fanddon  they  have  been  pro  n 
duced. 

Engraving  on  gems  has  been  encouraged 
with  iuccefs  1  and  feveral  other  articles  of 
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inferior  note,  but  which  are  all  ufeful  in 
their  kind. 

CHEMISTRY,  MINERALOGY 
and  DYING. 

PREMIUMS  have  been  offered  for 
fundry  preparations  and  improvements  in 
thefe  very  ufcful  arts  $  and  are  flill  conti¬ 
nued,  thofe  which  have  been  particularly 
improved  or  eftablifhed,  and  for  which 
premiums  have  been  paid  are,  Verdigris 
ufed  by  the  Dyers,  the  making  of  which 
from  Britiih  materials  has  been  fo  far  efta-. 
blifhed  to  the  fatisfaftion  of  the  Society, 
that  the  premium  is  difcontinued.  White 
enamel  in  imitation  of  the  Venetian,  has 
been  produced,  and  a  manufactory  eftablifh¬ 
ed  in  England,  in  confequence  of  the  pre¬ 
miums  thrown  out  for  this  article. 

Premiums  have  likewife  been  claimed  for 
improvements  in  dying  cloth  and  filk  in 
grain,  and  for  dying  cotton  fcarlet,  or 
crimfon  in  grain,  and  to  anfvver  the  pur- 

pofes 
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pofes  of  the  Turkey  or  India  red.  Speci¬ 
mens  of  improvements  of  Varni£h  to  anfwer 
the  ends  of  Martin’s  at  Paris,  have  been 
brought  in  for  the  premium  offered  for  this 
article,  and  are  now  under  examination ; 
and  alfo  a  compofition  to  prevent  fteel  from 
taking  ruft ;  the  making  Salt  Petre  of  Pig 
and  bar  Iron,  Sal  Ammoniac,  a  fubflitute  for 
Borax,  &c.  are  fubjefts  for  which  premiums 
are  offered  under  this  head,  and  it  is  not  to 
be  doubted  but  that  confiderable  improve¬ 
ments  will  be  made  in  every  branch  of 
thefe  commerical  arts. 

MECHANICS. 

THE  firft  articles  in  this  clafs  which 
the  Society  encouraged  by  premiums  were 
improvements  in  wind  and  water  Mills, 
models  of  which  have  been  produced  to 
the  Society,  and  are  kept  in  their  repo- 
fitory. 

Premiums  were  likewife  offered  for  im¬ 
provements  in  fpinning  wheels,  and  this 

K  year 
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year  a  complete  fpinning  wheel  has  been 
produced  with  which  one  perfon  may  fpin 
fix  threads  at  a  time,  and  it  will  prove 
very  ferviceable  to  feveral  of  our  Manu¬ 
factures  by  faving  a  number  of  hands; 
but  an  article  of  much  greater  confe- 
quence  lately  brought  to  perfection  is,  the 
ereCting  of  a  faw  Mill  for  fawing  of  planks, 
the  model  of  which  has  lately  been  pur- 
chafed  by  the  Society  for  one  hundred 
pounds,  and  is  now  lodged  in  their  repofi- 
tory,  this  machine  is  worked  by  water  and 
carries  fixteen  faws,  from  this  model  vari¬ 
ous  Mills  may  be  conftruCted  for  the  fame 
purpofe. 

Bounties  have  alfo  been  granted  for  feve¬ 
ral  ufeful  inventions  and  improvements  in 
Mechanics,  which  have  from  time  to  time 
been  laid  before  the  Society,  particularly 
improvements  in  reels  for  winding  filk,  a 
new  invention  of  a  machine  for  planing  caft 
Iron,  efteemed  very  curious  and  ufeful;  and 
feveral  other  things  of  lefs  confequence  : 
to  this  curfory  review  of  the  Society’s  fuc- 

cefs 
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cefs  in  the  purfuit  of  the  firft  part  of  their 
plan,  the  encouragement  of  Arts,  I  have  only 
to  add,  that  they  have  a  repofitory  confiding 
of  a  variety  of  models,  machines,  &c.  fome 
of  which  have  been  prefented  to  the  Society, 
others  have  been  depofited  in  confequence 
of  their  premiums  and  bounties ;  and  feve- 
ral  have  been  purchafed  of  the  inventors  or 
improvers  for  the  benefit  of  the  public ; 
and  as  this  repofitory  is  continually  increas¬ 
ing  either  by  donations  from  gentlemen,  or 
in  confequence  of  premiums  and  bounties, 
they  may  in  time  form  a  collection  equally 
ufeful  and  extenfive. 

The  fecond  branch  propofed  to  be  en«* 
couraged  by  this  Society  is, 

MANUFACTURES. 

* 

SEVERAL  valuable  Manufactures 
have  been  improved  and  fome  actually  efta- 
blifhed  through  the  patronage  of  this  Soci¬ 
ety.  In  the  year  1755,  premiums  were 
offered  for  making  buff  leather  for  the  ufe 
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the  army,  in  confequence  of  which  buL 
locks  hides  were  dreffed  in  oil,  and  were 
found  to  be  as  good  as  the  hides  of  buffa¬ 
loes  imported  from  abroad  :  lord  Romney 
introduced  the  ufe  of  this  leather  among 
the  Kentifh  militia,  and  it  has  fince  been 
approved  by  feveral  regiments. 

•  In  1756,  the  Society  offered  a  premium 
for  making  carpets  in  England  in  imitation 
of  thofe  made  in  Turkey  and  Perfia,  which 
have  been  brought  to  very  great  perfection 
by  Mr.  Moore  in  Chifwel  ftreet  Moorfields, 
who  produced  to  the  Society  a  carpet  in  many 
refpedts  equal  and  in  fome  fuperior  to  thofe 
imported  from  Perfia  and  Turkey. 

A  manufactory  of  crucibles  made  of 
Englifh  materials,  has  been  eftablithed  by 
Mr.  Leiberick  in  Weftminfter,  in  confe- 

t 

quence  of  a  premium  publifhed  by  the  So¬ 
ciety  for  that  purpofe. 

Marbled  paper  which  has  hitherto  been 
imported  from  Holland,  chiefly  for  the  ufe 
of  boobfellers  and  ftationers,  has  been 
brought  to  fuch  perfection  this  prefent 

year. 
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year,  as  in  every  rcfpect  to  equal  the  Dutch, 
and  the  firft  premium  offered  for  this  article 
has  been  claimed  by  and  granted  to  the 
Manufacturer  who  refides  at  Exeter. 


Paper  for  rolling  prefs  printing  has  like- 
wife  been  confiderably  improved  by  means 
of  the  encouragement  given  by  this  Society, 
the  French  excel  in  this  article,  and  their 
impreffions  from  copper  plates  are  more 
perfeCt  than  ours,  but  we  have  lately  manu¬ 
factured  a  quantity  of  this  paper  nearly 
equal  in  quality  to  the  French, 

Quilting  in  the  loom  in  imitation  of  Mar- 
feilles  or  India  quilting,  has  been  eftablifli- 
ed  in  this  country  and  brought  to  great  per¬ 
fection,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Soci¬ 
ety,  and  the  premium  has  been  claimed 

and  adjudged. 

The  making  of  flowers  of  point  lace,  after 
the  manner  of  Brufl'els  lace,  having  been 
encouraged,  great  improvements  have  been 

made  therein,  and  the  premiums  have  been 

» 

claimed  and  granted. 

Pri- 
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Premiums  have  been  published  for  mak¬ 
ing  chip  hats  which  have  thereby  been  con- 
fiderably  improved,  and  the  premiums  have 
been  granted  accordingly. 

Alfo  great  encouragement  has  been 
given  to  the  Manufacturers  of  druggets;, 
fpecimens  of  which  were  produced  fo  ex¬ 
cellent  in  their  kind,  that  the  premium  is 
difeon  tinned. 

Thefe  are  the  principal  Manufactures 
that  have  flourifhed  under  the  fan&ion  of 
the  Society,  and  have  rendered  this  part  of 
their  plan  of  equal  utility  with  the  encou¬ 
ragement  of  Arts. 

The  encouraging  of  improvements  in 
Arts  and  Manufactures,  has  fo  direct 
a  tendency  to  the  fupport  of  Com¬ 
merce,  that  little  remains  to  be  faid  on 
this  head,  which  completes  the  plan  of  our 
laudable  Society,  however,  feveral  articles 
in 
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C  O  M  MERC  E. 

HAVE  been  greatly  improved  by  means 
of  their  premiums,  eipecially  in  our  colo¬ 
nies. 

The  planting  of  white  mulberry  trees  ; 
whofe  leaves  are  the  proper  food  for  filk 
worms,  has  been  promoted  by  premiums, 
and  great  quantities  of  Cocoons,  being  little 
balls  or  bags  on  which  the  inclofed  Jilk  worms 
have J pun  the filk,  have  been  produced  to  the 
Society's  correfpondents  in  the  colonies  who 
have  paid  the  premiums  that  have  been 
claimed  for  this  article. 

The  importation  of  raw  filk  from  the  co¬ 
lonies  has  likewife  been  promoted  by  pre¬ 
miums  which  are  fill  continued. 

A  premium  is  alio  offered  for  producing 
wines  in  our  American  colonies,  and  fome 
famples  have  been  fent  over  of  both  red  and 
white,  which  were  greatly  approved  of  in 
the  Society,  but  as  the  time  for  granting 
this  premium,  does  not  expire  till  1765,  we 

may 
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may  expedt  further  improvements,  and 
that  fuch  wines  will  be  produced  as  (hall 
deferve  the  reward  of  one  hundred  pounds. 

The  cultivation  of  hemp,  of  the  olive 
and  cinnamon  trees,  of  aloes,  faffiower, 
&c,  in  the  colonies,  is  encouraged  by  fuit- 
able  premiums,  and  various  other  articles 
to  be  imported  from  thence ;  amongft 
which  the  importation  of  pearl-a(h  has 
been  effected  this  prefent  year,  though  not 
in  fuch  large  quantities  as  to  merit  the  pre¬ 
mium,  but  the  proprietor  has  been  honor¬ 
ed  with  the  Society’s  gold  medal,  in  confl- 
deration  of  what  he  has  already  done  tow¬ 
ards  promoting  their  intentions  with  refpedt 
to  this  commodity. 

And  fo  large  a  field  is  opened  in  the  co¬ 
lonies,  for  carrying  on  the  laudable  defigns 
of  this  Society,  that  it  is  impofiible  to  fet 
bounds  to  the  advantages  that  may  one  day 
arife,  from  affording  this  encouragement  to 
our  fellow  fubjedts  in  America,  efpecially  if 
it  be  confidered  that  our  pofleffions  in  north 

America 
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America  are  fo  extenftve  that  they  include 
almoft  all  the  different  climates  pf  the 
world,  and  there  is  the  g  re  ate  ft  reafqn  to 
imagine  that  moil  of  the  Ipice  trees,  plants 
and  other  valuable  articles  which  at  prefent 
are  peculiar  to  the  eaft,  may  be  cultivated 
£n  the  weft. 

Having  now  given  an  account  of  the 
principal  public  advantages  arifing  from 
the  premiums  and  bounties  granted  by  the 
Society  for  the  encouragement  of  Arts, 
Manufactures  and  Commerce, 

I  have  only  to  add,  that  this  refpedtable 
body  at  prefent  coniifts  of  between  two  and 
three  thoufand  members,  and  that  their  pro¬ 
ceedings  are  carried  on  with  the  utmoft 
candor,  propriety  and  decorum  by  means  of 
a  well  digefted  fet  of  rules  and  orders, 
which  are  printed  for  the  ufe  of  the 
Members,  the  fubftance  of  which,  I  ftiall 
endeavour  to  comprize  in  as  few  words  as 

The  Officers  of  this  Society  are,  the 
prefident,  the  vice-prdidents,  of  whom 

L  '  there 
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there  are  ten,  the  Secretary,  afliftant  fe- 
cretary,  tegifter  and  colledtoi,  thefe  aru 
chofen  annually  by  ballot.  The  election, 
of  a  , new  member  is  likewife  by  ballot,  he 
may  be  pfopofed  by  a  member,  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Society,  and  be  balloted  mr 
at  the  next  meeting,  when  if  two  thirds  of 
the  members  then  prefent  ballot  in  his  fa¬ 
vour,  he  is  deemed  a  perpetual  member  on 
payment  of  twenty  guineas,  or  a  fubfcrib- 
ing  member  on  payment  of  any  fum  not 
lefs  than  two  guineas,  fo  long  as  fuch  pay¬ 
ment  is  annually  continued. 

Their  meetings  are  held  in  their  great 
room  oppofite  Beaufort  buildings  in  the 
Strand,  and  they  meet  every  Wednef- 
at  fix  in  the  evening  precisely,  from  the 
fecond  Wednefday  in  November  to  the  laft 
Wednefday  in  May,  and  in  the  intet  medi¬ 
ate  time  on  the  firft  and  third  Wednefday 
jn  every  month,  thele  are  called  oidinary 
meetings,  befides  which,  theie  are  eight 
general  meetings  every  year ;  and  tome  oc- 
cafxonal  extraordinary  meetings. 
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When  the  Society  is  fitting,  the  prefi- 
dent  or  prefiding  member  condu&s  the  bu- 
finefs  of  the  evening  agreeable  to  the  book 
of  rules  and  orders  which  lies  on  the  table 
before  him  :  the  bufinefs  begins  with  read¬ 
ing  the  minutes  of  the  preceeding  meeting, 
which  being  once  read,  are  on  a  iecond 
reading  to  be  difcuffed  if  neceffary,  article 
by  article,  before  any  other  fubjedt  is  con- 
‘  fidered,  all  the  minutes  which  are  not  ob¬ 
jected  to  on  the  fecond  reading  ftand  con¬ 
firmed  :  after  this  the  reports  from  com¬ 
mittees  are  read,  and  agreed  to  or  disap¬ 
proved  y  unlefs  a  motion  is  made  and  fe— 
conded  to  poftpone  the  reports,  in  order,  to 
introduce  any  new  propofition,  which  can¬ 
not  be  received  after  ten  o  clock,  if  finch 
motion  fo  feconded  is  carried  by  a  majority 
of  hands  held  up  in  fupport  of  it,  then  the 
new  propofition  is  immediately  confide! ed, 
being  firft  delivered  at  the  chair  in  writing, 
and  in  this,  and  all  other  cafes,  the  greateft 
freedom  of  debate  is  allowed,  and  carried 
on  with  the  utmoft  decency  and  candor, 

L  2  every 
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every  member  being  patiently  and  atten¬ 
tively  heard  without  interruption,  unlefs 
he  departs  from  any  order  of  the  Society, 
or  fpeaks  more  than  once,  to  the  fame  quef- 
tion,  which  is  not  permitted,  unlefs  a  gen¬ 
tleman  has  been  mifunderflood,  and  defires 
to  explain  himfelf :  when  any  member 
fpeaks,  he  {lands  up  and  addrefles  himfelf 
to  the  gentleman  in  the  chair  and  the  reft 
remain  filent,  no  limitation  of  time  is  pre- 
fcribed  to  the  fpeaker,  but  few  exceed  ten 
minutes,  except  on  very  extraordinary  occa- 
fions,  and  moil  gentlemen  for  the  fatisfac-

tion  of  fo  large  an  auditory,  {peak  as  audibly 
as  poffible. 

There  are  nine  {landing  committees 
and  two  chairmen  to  each  commit¬ 
tee,  b elides  which  there  are  occafional 
committees  for  mifcellaneous  fubjedts :  to 
thefe  committees  are  referred,  the  feveral 
lubjects  properly  falling  under  their  confi- 
deration,  as  letters,  to  the  committee  of 
correfpondence.  Polite  Arts,  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  Polite  Arts,  &c.  ^nd  every  mem¬ 
ber 
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ber  Is  of  every  committee,  though  particu¬ 
lar  gentlemen  are  nominated  to  each  com¬ 
mittee. 

Thefe  are  the  principal  regulations  that 
have  not  been  already  noticed  in  the  courfe 
of  this  narrative,  which  I  cannot  more  aptly 
conclude  than  with  a  fincere  and  fervent 
prayer  “  that  this  moft  free  and  independ- 
“  ant  Society,  inftituted  for  the  Public 
<c  good,  may  long  continue  to  do  honor 
€C  to  its  patrons,  and  that  its  prefent  moft 
“  excellent  plan  with  all  poffible  improve- 
**  ments  may  be  handed  down  to  pofterity, 
<c  and  by  them  be  facredly  revered,  and 
“  firmly  upheld  with  the  reft  of  thofe 
€t  ineftimable  privileges,  which  have  ren- 
“  dered  us  fuperior  to  all  the  nations  of  the 
**  earth.” 
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
